pledges have bene signed; thirty- 
nine unions report existence inj towns 
or cities having 'no license..

100 women. River Fa'ls union is dis 
tinctive for having observed, twelve 
red letter days, the largest observec 
•by any union in the state. 


The Plattville ur^ion has perma- 


nent quarters on the Plattville camp 
meeting rounds. 
Other special work 


done by local unions was commendec 
and in c'osing Mrs. Lawson urged the 
great importance of the unions in 
giving prompt attention) to the . re 
ports.

TO HELP SALES OF THE LEAF 


'•' • 
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Industry In Wisconsin Has Grown to Such an Extent 


That Warehouse System is Proposed to 


Grade the v^ eed Before It is Sold. 


Madison, Wis.,. May 21.—The tobac- 


co business of Dane county and of 
Madison, as the principal shipping 
point of the Wiscorisiit belt, 
has 


grown-to such an extent that a mar- 
tet for that product wherei the buy- 
ing and selling of the weed can be 
contacted on the public 
auction 


p'an,1 as in the southern states, Is 
considered advisa'ble. 


Several of the larger local dealers 


have, after giving the matter consid- 
erable, thought, decided to agitate the 
subject and see if such a market'cart- 
not be provided by the time the next 
crop is harvested. 
It would be. the 


first of the kind in the North. 


The market cpmposed> is to consist 


of a ?arge warehouse 
where the 


farmers may bring their tobacco ,af- 
:er the crop has been harvested and 
by paying, a slight margin have their 
product sold at public auction. 


Graded by Expert*. 


. This of course wou'd necessitate 
the grading of the weed before it is 
offered upon the market, but would 
also tend greatly to increase the con- 
fide: V3e greatly between the growers 
and the dealers, which Is not overly 
strong in this state at present owing 


to, the system .of buying and selling 
standing arid srow'ing crops. 


The'country is flooded with tobac- 


co men who have instructions to 
buy all of the weed possible, and who 
rather 'tha:l run the risk of being 
beaten by tnelr competitors buy up. 
the crop before it Is cut. 
This us- 


ual'y or frequently ends unsatisfac- 
torily to all parties concerned. 


Avoided by, an ; Auction. 


Farmers sometimes 
harvest the- 


weed before it is ripe and occasion- 
ally fail to get-It. cut on the day it 
should be, thus alowing the leaf: to 
become sunburned. ' When the 
crop 


is delivered to the dealer it is 
in 


these cases be'bw grade, and is a los- 
ing proposition to the buyer, who not 
infrequently refuses to pay the con- 
tract price. 
And though a compro- 


mise is usually. effected, a little bit- 
terness and lack of confidence re- 
suit.

Dane county and- Madison, but exists 
in every community where tobacco 
is grow:V

men in a part of the allied trades are 
out. 
No machinists engaged in gov- 


ernment work are affected. 
This is 


due to the fact that on such work an 
eight-hour day scale already prevails. 
.Railroad machinists as a rule are not 
.involved in the strike, though the men 
•on several roads are out. The Central 
Vermont shop machinists at St. Al- 
ftans, numbering probably 200, have 
struck. The Lehigh Valley's railroad 
machinists at Buffalo, Sayre, Wilkes- 
barre and Elmira are out, aggregating 
about 500 all told.
